The battle was fought over 
southern England in the summer 
and autumn of 1940, with the RAF's 
defeat of the Luftwaffe a major 
factor preventing Hitler from 
invading England.

A Spitfire fighter plane made three 
low-level flights over the town on 
Sunday as a military and civic 
parade led by Banbury Air Cadets, 
pictured, made its way through the 
centre. 


HORTON PLAN 
CHALLENGED 


A DOWNGRADE of maternity ser¬ 
vices at the Horton General Hos¬ 
pital is being challenged on three 
separate fronts. 

Plans to make the Banbury hospital 
midwife-led, with high-risk expectant 
mothers giving birth at the John Rad- 
cliffe Hospital in Oxford instead, are 
coming into effect on October 3. 

But Oxfordshire County Council’s 
health overview and scrutiny commit¬ 
tee asked Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Foundation Trust (OUH) last week 
to answer key questions on its contin¬ 
gency plans to ensure safety 

If the committee is not satisfied that 
everything possible has been done to 
keep mothers and babies safe it may 
choose to refer the matter to the Health 
Secretary 

Committee chairwoman Yvonne Con¬ 
stance said: “The big issue that doesn’t 
seem to have been addressed is why are 
all these patients being transported to 
the John Radcliffe?” 

It follows months of failed attempts 
by OUH to recruit enough middle-grade 
obstetricians to keep the current ser¬ 
vice at the Horton. 

Back in 2008, the same committee 
referred proposals to downgrade ma¬ 
ternity and children’s services at the 
Banbury hospital to the then-Health

Secretary Alan Johnson, who rejected 
them. 

Bosses at OUH will try to come to an 
agreement with the committee at its 
next meeting on Friday, September 30. 
The earliest date services could now be 
reinstated is January 9,2017. 

Meanwhile, a crowdfunded campaign 
led by the Keep the Horton General 
(KTHG) group to mount a legal chal¬ 
lenge to the decision has raised £5,000 
just days after its launch. 

So far about 130 donors have made 
contributions, including £1,000 from lo¬ 
cal firm the Hawking Group. 

Solicitors firm Leigh Day has been r 
instructed by KTHG to seek legal re¬ 
dress to challenge OUH. A further 
£15,000 is still needed. 

Chairman Keith Strangwood said: 
“We are optimistic. 

“It’s very touching to see the commu¬ 
nity behind us. When we gave them all 
the documented information Leigh 
Day agreed we may have a case.” 

At the same time the MP for Ban¬ 
bury, Victoria Prentis, has secured a 
Ten Minute Rule Bill to discuss issues 
affecting the Horton in the House of 
Commons. 
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On Tuesday, October 25 Mrs Prentis, 
who was born at the Horton, will have 
ten minutes to propose a change to the 
current legislation in the light of the 
crisis. 

In a statement read out at Thursday’s 
health overview and scrutiny commit¬ 
tee meeting she said she was “genuinely 
afraid that lives will be lost” after the 
suspension of obstetric services at the 
Horton. 

Paul Brennan, director of clinical ser¬ 
vices at OUH, said: “We are very happy 
to have the opportunity to discuss this 
in more detail on September 30 but, for 
patient safety reasons, we will obvi¬ 
ously need to continue to plan to put in 
place the new temporary arrangements 
from the beginning of October.”

Trauma teams 
are still the best 

TRAUMA teams at the Horton General 
Hospital have held their top position for the 
treatment of hip fractures for the fourth 
year running. 

Doctors at the Banbury hospital have 
again been listed in the 'top five'for best 
practice in the UK on the National Hip 
Fracture Database Report. 

The report assesses standards around 
prompt surgical and geriatric care in 177 
hospitals around the county. 

In the past year nine out of 10 patients 
were operated on for a hip fracture on the 
same day as their fall. 

A total of 57 per cent were able to return 
to their own homes within 30 days. 

The report also noted the Horton's above- 
average results for pain management, total 
hip replacement procedures, falls 
prevention, osteoporosis assessment and 
mortality rates. 

Jon Westbrook, divisional director for 
trauma at Oxford University Hospitals NHS 
Foundation Trust, said: "I would like to 
congratulate our team at the Horton. 

"We are very pleased to have maintained 
our 'top five' when measured against a set 
of national standards of best practice for the 
fourth year running. Our adjusted 30-day 
mortality rate is better than the national 
average for the second year running." 

Waste warning 

RESIDENTS in Cherwell have been warned 
of racking up a £1,000 fine if found to be 
helping rogue scrap metal traders. 

Cherwell District Council has called on 
people to ensure they ask scrap metal 
dealers for proof of their licence before 
handing over rubbish. 

As part of the neighbourhood blitz being 
hosted by the district council those areas 
taking part are eligible for free bulky waste 
collections.

A POST office is moving 
500 metres down the road, 
in order to give its cus¬ 
tomers a better service. 

Banbury Post Office is mov¬ 
ing its home on the town’s 
High Street to the WHSmith 
store in Castle Quay Shop¬ 
ping Centre. 

The upgrade is part of a 
national move which has 
seen thousands of branches 
modernised, to keep up with 
changing public demands.

The move follows fears that 
it may be closing permanent¬ 
ly unless a franchisee could 
be found to host it. 

Victoria Prentis, MP for 
North Oxfordshire, said: 


“While I know that some 
of my constituents had ex¬ 
pressed concerns about the 
franchising of the Banbury 
Post Office, I am really re¬ 
lieved that it has been pos¬ 
sible to retain such an im¬ 
portant service in the town 
centre. 

“WHSmith is an accessible 
location; moving the branch 
to a retail setting will enable 
the post office to continue 
serving the community. I 
would much rather this sce¬ 
nario than Banbury’s post of¬ 
fice closing altogether.” 

The new location promises 
an open-plan design with 
seven days-a-week service, 
and easy access for those 
with disabilities. 

Situated at the ground 


floor, it will feature ramps, 
handrails and widened shop¬ 
ping aisles. The Post Office 
plans to contact local dis¬ 
ability groups to notify them 
of the changes and offer to 
take them through the new 
layout. 

Roger Gale, the general 
manager for the Post Office’s 
Crown branch network, said: 
“We are committed to re¬ 
maining on high streets and 
at the heart of communities. 
We are making changes right 
across our network to enable 
us to do so. 

“That means adapting to 
the needs of our customers, 
who want flexibility and 
choice about how and when 
they do business with us, 
whether that is face to face 
or on the web.” 

The final day of service at 
the previous Post Office loca¬ 
tion will be November 9. The 
new branch will open at 9am 
the following day, and will re¬ 
main open an extra 4.5 hours 
weekly. 

Hours of operation will 
be from 9am - 5.30pm Mon¬ 
day to Saturday, and 10am - 
2.30pm on Sunday

Congregation welcomes new church 


FOR nearly six decades the 
Fairway Methodist Church has 
served the Banbury community, 
but in the past few years the 
building has fallen into an 
abandoned state. 

Cherwell District Council's 
"Build!" project has seen the site 
transformed over the past year 
to inject some life and 
worshippers are looking 
forward to using the new 
building. 

As the f irst phase of the 
revamp the old building was 


demolished and a new church 
put in its place, ahead of 11 
homes also being built on the 
site. The council's lead member 
for housing, John Donaldson, 
said: "The 'Build!' project is 
about more than just delivering 
new houses; it is about building 
communities and meeting the 
needs of residents. 

"The previous church building, 
which dated back to 1957, had 
been left empty for two years 
forcing the congregation to 
travel elsewhere for their 


sermons and services. This area 
had effectively become a large 
brownfield site with a disused 
church at the front and 
untended gardens to the rear." 

The new church building will 
continue as Fairway Methodist 
Church. There will then be 11 
two or three-bed homes built 
behind the church. 

A time capsule was also 
uncovered containing 
newspapers from 1957. It has 
been preserved and added to 
before being buried again.

Parkrun awards 
for the stalwarts

second birthday with a 
special celebration

A SPECIAL event to cel¬ 
ebrate the second birthday 
of the Banbury Parkrun is 
being held this weekend in 
Spiceball Park. 

The weekly running challenge 
features scores of locals, from 
children as young as four to 
pensioners in their 70s, running 
at their chosen pace around the 
green space. 

For its second anniversary on 
Saturday participants are in¬ 
vited to arrive half-an-hour early 
at 8.30am to hear speeches and 
take part in an awards ceremony 
celebrating the achievements of 
those who regularly take part. 


Michael Dobson, a local person¬ 
al trainer and Banbury Parkrun 
event director, said a variety of 
awards would be handed out. 

He added: “Awards are not nec¬ 
essarily for the best runner. 

“It’s also for those who have 
been there every week, for those 
who have got a new personal best 
and also if you volunteer.” 

Parkrun relies completely on 
volunteers and every week be¬ 
tween 15 and 20 people turn up to 
help marshal the event. 

Mr Dobson said: “Without the 
volunteers it wouldn’t run. It’s 
great we get so many It’s such a 
community event.” 

Although those taking part 
are timed so that they can try to 
improve their speed each week, 
Mr Dobson said the Banbury 
Parkrun was categorically not a 
race. 

“It’s very similar to a race, but 
what makes it different is that 
it’s inclusive. Anyone can enter 
to take part from the age of four. 

“The whole point of it is the so¬ 


cial appeal. No one should be put 
under any pressure”. 

When the run first began two 
years ago, around 80 people took 
part. 

Since then that number has 
more than doubled to approxi¬ 
mately 200. 

Helen Roberts, 51, who regular¬ 
ly runs with her partner Grant 
Goodings, 55, and son Barnaby, 
10, has taken part from the very 
start. 

She said: “It’s much bigger now 
compared to when it started and 
whole families and people of all 
ages go. 

“It’s a very friendly atmos¬ 
phere and there are people you 
see about town who recognise 
you from the Parkrun.” 

Anyone who wants to take part 
in the Banbury Parkrun is in¬ 
vited to bring along food or cake 
to share at the end and socialise 
with others.

Plan for future is 
close to fruition 



Bloxham could soon have its own neighbourhood plan 


Electorate now to get a 
chance to cast a vote for 
neighbourhood proposals

AN EMBRYONIC neighbour¬ 
hood plan for the Bloxham 
area is a step closer to becom¬ 
ing reality after councillors 
agreed it was ready to go to a 
referendum. 

The draft form of a shared vi¬ 
sion by locals for their area was 
pored over by an independent 
examiner over the summer and 
his report was seen by Cherwell 
District Council. 

At an executive meeting on 
Monday, September 5 members 
agreed to amend the plan to meet 
the examiner’s recommenda¬ 
tions before going to referendum. 

Neighbourhood planning gives 
communities the power to shape 
the places where new homes, 
shops and places of work could 
be built. 

Colin Clarke, the lead mem¬ 
ber for planning, said: “We are 
pleased to support Bloxham vil¬ 
lagers in this plan to take control 
of developments that come to 
their village. 

“Neighbourhood planning will 
give them the ability to better 
protect their village’s heritage, 
but also shape the parish’s future 
in a way that meets their needs.” 

The final form of the Bloxham 
Neighbourhood Plan was sub¬ 
mitted in November 2015 and 


includes demographics and his¬ 
torical context for the village 
near Banbury. 

Based on extensive research 
and consultation with Bloxham 
residents, its four stated aims 
are to ‘Deliver the houses the vil¬ 
lage needs’; ‘Protect and enhance 
our rural heritage’; ‘Promote 
economic vitality’; and ‘Ensure 
a safe, healthy, cohesive commu¬ 
nity’. 

Key spaces, including the area 
fronting the Bloxham School 
main buildings, Hobb Hill and 
views from Courtington Lane 
are among those earmarked for 
special protection. 


In her report, the examiner 
said the plan was “well present¬ 
ed” and “various and numerous 
efforts have been made to engage 
the community”. 

A series of small modifications 
have been recommended and ap¬ 
proved by CDC and the plan will 
shortly be voted on by Bloxham’s 
4,800-strong electorate. If ap¬ 
proved it will be considered and 
referred to in determining plan¬ 
ning applications in the parish. 

Mr Clarke added: “If the ref¬ 
erendum result favours the 
plan, Cherwell will continue to 
support and guide the parish 
through its implementation.”

Commission plans to 
reshuffle boundaries 
to balance electorate

THOUSANDS of people 
in North Oxfordshire 
could vote in a different 
parliamentary constitu¬ 
ency for the 2020 general 
election. 

The Boundary Commis¬ 
sion said the Banbury con¬ 
stituency was “too large” 
and should be renamed 
Banbury and Bicester, to 
recognise the growing sig¬ 
nificance of the latter town. 

Under the changes, the 
Fringford, Launton, and 
Ambrosden & Chesterton 
wards would also be trans¬ 
ferred to the Henley and 
Thame constituency, cur¬ 
rently just called Henley. 

While these areas border 
Bicester, no wards in the 


town itself would become 
part of a different constitu¬ 
ency 

It emerged in a recently- 
published report that the 
Boundary Commission is 
seeking to reduce the num¬ 
ber of MPs from 650 to 600 
and balance the size of elec¬ 
torates. 

Changes to the sizes of 
constituencies are being 
proposed across the coun¬ 
try to bring them within 
five per cent of 74,769. 

Of Oxfordshire’s six 
constituencies, there are 
proposed changes to five. 
Only Witney would be un¬ 
changed. 

Henley and Thame would 
also absorb Wallingford, 
currently part of Wantage. 

But the commission said 
the changes meant the 
wards Wheatley, Garsing- 
ton & Horspath and Sand- 
ford & The Wittenhams 
should be moved into the 
Oxford West and Abingdon 
seat to prevent Henley and 
Thame becoming too large. 


In turn, Wantage would 
absorb the Thames ward, 
currently part of Oxford 
West and Abingdon. 

Meanwhile, the commis¬ 
sion said Oxford East was 
too small and proposed add¬ 
ing the wards of North and 
St Margaret’s to it, taking 
them out of Oxford West 
and Abingdon. 

According to findings 
published this week by elec¬ 
tion analyst Ian Warren, the 
changes would not have re¬ 
sulted in Oxfordshire send¬ 
ing different MPs to West¬ 
minster last year. 

Based on 2015 general 
election data, Conservative 
MP Victoria Prentis would 
still have won the proposed 
Banbury and Bicester seat 
with a majority of 30.2 per 
cent. 

The commission has 
launched a 12-week con¬ 
sultation on the changes, 
which would not take effect 
until 2020.

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Mayor is needed 
with Boris appeal 


Councils call for a civic 
leader to ‘bang the drum’ 
for the county overseas

A “JETSETTING” mayor to 
promote Oxfordshire on the 
world stage is on the cards as 
part of a devolution deal with 
the government. 

The directly-elected mayor 
could lead a combined author¬ 
ity and “bang the drum” for the 
county overseas, with officials 
calling for a figure like former 
London mayor Boris Johnson, 
pictured. 

Council leaders previously 
opposed the idea, but now 
say it is being looked at as 
they try to find common 
ground after a series of 
disagreements. 

West Oxfordshire 
District Council leader 
James Mills said: “We 
are lacking clear po¬ 
litical leadership on a 
number of issues and 
a mayor could help to 
improve that situation 
and act as an ambas¬ 
sador for the 
county. 


“That would mean promoting 
our high-tech businesses, univer¬ 
sities and visitor economies to 
the world. 

“The government has said any 
devolution deal will be commen¬ 
surate to the level of change they 
see to local government struc¬ 
tures, so I would take that to 
mean they want someone like a 
mayor who can have a clear over¬ 
view. 

“If we are looking to get the 
best deal possible we need to look 
at all our options.” 

John Cotton, leader of South 
Oxfordshire District Council, 
said an “outward-facing” mayor 
could advertise the county’s 
businesses abroad. 

He added: “Boris Johnson 
travelled to bang the 
drum for London 
and I think we need 
someone like that 
jetsetting all over 
the place, tell¬ 
ing companies 
abroad to come 
on in.” 

The idea 

emerged after a 
fresh row about 
proposals to cut the 
number of councils 
in Oxfordshire. 

Despite pub¬ 
lishing two 


separate reports on the subject - 
costing £200,000 overall - the five 
district councils remain at odds 
with the county council over its 
proposal to merge with all of 
them and become a single, ‘uni¬ 
tary’ authority to save money. 

They instead want to create 
three unitary councils, for the 
north and south of the county 
and the city, but the disagree¬ 
ment is threatening to derail 
their bid to the government for 
major powers. 

A devolution deal being sought 
would give local control over 
billion-pound budgets for roads, 
housing and the health service, 
but ministers say it will not be 
granted unless councils agree on 
reforms. 

The government has previ¬ 
ously said only areas that pro¬ 
pose directly-elected mayors are 
likely to win substantial powers. 

On Wednesday, county council 
leader Ian Hudspeth said he had 
been calling for a mayor to be 
considered since February. 

Mr Hudspeth added: “I stand 
by what I said, which is that we 
should look at all the options in¬ 
cluding a mayor. 

“It is the district councils who 
were opposed to having a mayor, 
so if they are now serious about 
that idea then I am of course up 
for looking at it.”

THE MAGNIFICENT SEVEN (12A, 
133 mins) Western/Action/

TOWARDS the bullet-riddled 
end of director Antoine Fuqua’s 
stylish western remake, a 
voiceover recalls the heroism of 
seven righteous men, who 
fought for a town in jeopardy. 

“It was magnificent,” gushes 
the film’s narrator. 

That’s going a little far. 

In its bombastic latest 
incarnation, The Magnificent 
Seven lassoos a stellar cast and a 
rollicking soundtrack composed 
by the late, great James Horner. 

It’s entertaining but Fuqua 
struggles to distinguish his 
battle royale between morally 
conflicted men from the 
countless westerns that have 
trotted down this same trail. 

It is is 1879 and the scars of the 
US Civil War are yet to heal. 

The God-fearing folk of Rose 
Creek seek solace in church, but 
the peace is shattered by greedy 
industrialist Bartholomew 
Bogue (Sarsgaard) and his 
goons, who aim to drive families 
out of their homes. 

“Twenty dollars for each 
parcel of land,” Bogue tells the 
enraged congregation, shooting 
dead several dissenters. 

Widow Emma Cullen (Haley 
Bennett) canters to nearby 
Amador City to enlist the help 
of bounty hunter Sam Chisolm 
(Washington) to kill Bogue. 

Moved by Emma’s plight, the 
gunslinger corrals six men to 
wage war in Rose Creek: 
gambler Josh Farraday (Chris 
Pratt), sharp shooter Goodnight 
Robicheaux (Ethan Hawke), 
assassin Billy Rocks (Byung- 
hun Lee), tracker Jack Horne 
(Vincent D’Onofrio), Mexican 
outlaw Vasquez (Manuel Garcia- 
Rulfo) and Comanche Red 
Harvest (Martin Sensmeier). 


The scene is set for a rootin’ 
tootin’ showdown. The 
Magnificent Seven rests 
comfortably on the shoulders of 
Washington and his co-stars. 

Pratt continues to pigeonhole 
himself as Hollywood’s 
favourite wisecracking action 
man and Hawke and Lee are a 
fascinating double-act. 

The script is peppered with 
one-liners and the assault on 
Rose Creek packs in sufficient 
excitement to warrant staying 
in the saddle for 133 minutes.

A FTER a busy summer, 

Parliament resumed at the 
beginning of September. It 
has been an eventful fortnight. 

I have been getting to grips with 
my new role as a Parliamentary 
Private Secretary, questioned the 
Justice Secretary and the Courts 
Minister in Justice Committee 
meetings, and secured a 10 Minute 
Rule Bill for the Horton General 
Hospital which I will present on 
October 25.

David Cameron achieved so much 
during his time as a Member of 
Parliament, Leader of the Opposition 
and as Prime Minister. During his six

years in post, 1,000 new jobs a day 
were created. David reformed the 
Conservative Party and in doing so, 
brought about equal marriage law 
and attracted a greater diversity of 
Conservative voters and candidates.

We now have 
virtually no unemployment in our 
area. His legacy is significant. 

Even while he was Prime 
Minister, David never lost sight 
of his constituency role.

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Auris, better drive, smarter sensibility 



MORE dynamic, better equipped 
and cheaper to run than its prede¬ 
cessor, the original version of 
Toyota’s second generation British- 
built Auris family hatchback 
offered more confident, sleeker styl¬ 
ing, improved ride and handling 
and more efficient engines. Plus it 
continued its leadership in this seg¬ 
ment when it came to hybrid power. 
The car represented a big step for¬ 
ward for the brand but does it rep¬ 
resent a strong used buy? 

The History 

We buy cars for all sorts of rea¬ 
sons, some sensible but others rath¬ 
er more personal. While it’s the 
extreme designs that tend to grab 
the headlines, there’s still a lot to be 
said for cars that simply work ever 
so effectively in the real world: like 
this one, the second generation ver¬ 
sion of Toyota’s Auris. 

It’s a family hatchback developed 
from experience that bought us the 
best selling car of this kind of all 
time, Toyota’s Corolla, 35 million 
examples of which were sold in its 
lifetime before the first generation 
Auris model took over in 2007. This 
original Auris, its name derived 
from the Latin, ‘aurum’, for gold, 
arrived as a safe and sensible 
choice that built upon the strengths 


of its predecessor without threaten¬ 
ing the Focus and Golf fraternity in 
any particular way. It did though, 
have the distinction of pioneering 
hybrid power in this segment back 
in 2010. 

But the world’s biggest brand 
needed to do more in a market 
increasingly demanding more 
dynamic, appealingly styled, hi- 
tech and efficient products. With 
tough competition not only from 
the mainstream makers but also 
from up-and-coming Korean budget 
brands, it needed to bring us a car 
like this, the second generation 
Auris model, launched here at the 
very end of 2012. At its introduc¬ 
tion, this model still led the way 
with hybrid power but could also 
offer more. Toyota claimed that the 
more mainstream choices had 
become more efficient and crucial¬ 
ly, more desirable too. This car sold 
until mid-2015, when it was 
replaced by a facelifted version 
with a smarter interior and a much 
improved engine range. 

What To Look For 

You are joking, right? In all seri¬ 
ousness, very little goes wrong with 
the Toyota Auris. Look for the usual 
parking scuffs and scraped alloy 
wheels. Check the wear on tyres for 


signs of suspension misalignment 
and check that the car has been reg¬ 
ularly oil serviced. Otherwise, 
there’s not really much else to 
worry about. The interiors have 
proven hardwearing although the 
one moan existing Auris owners 
repeat about their cars is that the 
complex dashboard mouldings can 
creak and rattle. 

On The Road 

With the first generation Auris, 
you could pretty much skip over 
this driving experience section. In 
fact, providing that, like most fami¬ 
ly hatchback buyers, your priority 
was driving comfort, it offered 
roadgoing dynamics that were actu¬ 
ally quite impressive. You might 
have your doubts before getting 
behind the wheel, but you might be 
quite surprised at what’s on offer if 
you do. 

Refinement isn’t impressive, 
despite the engineers’ best efforts, 
unless of course you’re in the clev¬ 
er hybrid model cruising along on 
silent battery power (as is possible 
in this variant for up to 1.2 miles if 
you switch into its ‘EV’ mode). This 
petrol/electric Auris is unique in 
this segment, combining a 1.8-litre 
VVT-i combustion engine with an 
electric motor to create a combined 


power output of 134bhp, accessible 
via a 6-speed CVT auto gearbox 
that’s supposed to make a better job 
of matching vehicle speed with 
engine revs than its predecessor. 
Better to chill out, throttle back and 
enjoy the journey, at which point 
this car transforms itself into a 
beautifully laid-back, efficient form 
of family travel. 

As befits its hi-tech status, the 
Hybrid Auris gets the more sophis¬ 
ticated of the two suspension sys¬ 
tems offered across the range, a 
double wishbone set-up also used 
on the more conventional 130bhp 
1.6-litre Valvematic petrol variant. 
This doesn’t have the all-round clev¬ 
erness of rival turbo or three cylin¬ 
der units but it’ll probably suit 
undemanding Auris people just 
fine, with a respectable turn of 
speed that’ll see you to sixty in 10.5s 
and on to 124mph. 

Toyota has assumed that the two 
remaining choices in the line-up, 
the 89bhp 1.4-litre D-4D diesel and 
the 98bhp 1.33-litre VVT-i petrol, 
will be driven by people who care 
less about ride and handling, hence 
their need to make do with a sim¬ 
pler torsion beam rear suspension 
set-up. 


Overall 

If you’re the kind of person who 
brings uncompromising reason to 
the purchase decision when it 
comes to getting yourself a family 
hatchback, then you’ll bond with 
this MK2 model Auris right away 
Optimal Drive technology, hybrid 
power, low servicing costs, impres¬ 
sive residuals: it’ll all be music to 
your ears. 

Much of that was offered by the 
first generation version of this 
Toyota, but what changed with this 
replacement model was that the car 
managed to offer a bit more, with 
sharper looks, extra equipment and 
better drive dynamics. As a result, 
with a choice of petrol, diesel or 
hybrid, hatch or estate, this genera¬ 
tion Auris deserves to finally shake 
off its image as a family hatchback 
makeweight. And makes a very 
decent used buy. 

There are, it’s true, still more 
dynamic, more versatile and more 
up-market-feeling choices in this 
class, but few are now able to stack 
up as well as an overall ownership 
proposition. Finally then, a family 
hatchback with a Toyota badge 
that’s class-competitive in almost 
every way. It was a long time com¬ 
ing.
